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A Crowd Gathers to Celebrate Tom White's 30 Years on Council

Over 150 friends, politicians 
and family members attended a 
celebration on Sunday, February 
8 at Martin’s Crosswinds to com- 
memorate Thomas X. White’s re- 
tirement from the Greenbelt City 
Council. White had stepped 
down at the end of his term in 
November upon the election of 
the new city council. The cel- 
ebration included much socializ- 
ing, a plentiful buffet dinner and 
a long list of presentations to 
White. Newly elected City 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
served as the master of ceremo- 
nies. 

Mayor Judith Davis led off 
the presentations, joined by 
other councilmembers past and 
present, by reading a proclama- 
tion. White, she read, had 
played a leadership role in a 
multitude of city projects and, 
first and foremost, had fought to 
preserve the character of 
Greenbelt by controlling the 
scale of development, safeguard- 
ing open space, protecting the 
environment and maintaining a 
high standard for the quality of 
life expected by Greenbelt resi- 
dents. The proclamation de- 
clared the mayor’s expectation 
that White would continue to 
serve as the council’s historical 


consultant, conscience 
and friend. Davis noted 
that this was the first time 
a proclamation had been 
done with a green tree, 
the emblem on the city 
flag, made a part of it. A 
portion of the text of the 
resolution, the part that 
listed the many accom- 
plishments of the council 
in which he took an ac- | 
tive part, was formatted in 
the shape of the tree. 
Davis said that it was fit- 
ting that White should be | 
the first recipient.

White with two gifts from 

the members of the council, a 
Mother and Child statuette and a 
framed photograph of White 
speaking at a council meeting. 
Davis noted that it was a photo 
of White doing what he did best, 
“telling us what we’re doing 
wrong.’ 

Senator Leo Green presented 
White with citations from Gover- 
nor Robert Ehrlich, the Maryland 
Senate signed by Green and Sen- 
ate President Mike Miller and 
from the Maryland General As- 
sembly signed by Speaker Mike 
Bush and the delegates from the 
23rd District. For many years, 
until 2002, Green and the del-

egates of the 23rd District repre- 
sented Greenbelt. Green said 
that he had never met a finer 
public official than Tom White 
and that White had made such a 
positive influence wherever he’s 
served. Green also called White 
a gentleman who makes politics 
the best there is because he al- 
ways has been the best there is. 
Delegate Justin Ross of the 
22nd Legislative District pre- 
sented citations to White on be- 
half of the senator and delegates 
of that district. Greenbelt is now 
a part of the 22nd District.

New Bowl Design Is in the Works 
For the City’s Skateboard Park

At a work session at the Com- 
munity Center on February 4, 
councilmembers discussed a pro- 
posed new design for the already 
approved and partially budgeted 
skate board park. About 20 citi- 
zens, including members of the 
Greenbelt Skate Park Coalition 
(GSPC) were present. 

The site selected for the park, 
between the Community Center 
and the Youth Center, is sloping 
and does not lend itself readily to 
a “flat” park. A flat park would 
also require the removal of a 
large tree. The new design con- 
sists of a concrete in-ground 
“bowl” approximately 6,000 





square feet in area. The design 
proposed by California Skate- 
parks (CS) of Upland, Calif., has 
been approved by the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board and 
the Youth Advisory Committee 
and could be built with the tree 
left in place. California 
Skateparks has designed and 
built skate parks in Charles 
County and Arlington County, Va. 
Cost 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said that CS quoted 
a cost of $25 to $30 per square 
foot for these structures, depend- 
ing upon design requirements 
and site conditions. This means 
that $180,000 would have to be 
budgeted although the final cost 
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A “‘bowl” shaped skate park is now under consideration by council. 


could be lower. This doubles the 
$90,000 that is presently bud- 
geted. The flat park would cost 
about $125,000. Council dis- 
cussed the possibility of getting 
additional funds from Program 
Open Space. 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved the proposed new design 
but needs a fairly firm estimate

More Mayors 

Three mayors from 
other communities 
made presentations. 
New Carrollton Mayor 
Andrew Hanko and Mayor Fred 
Robinson of Bowie saluted 
White with proclamations on be- 
half of their communities. 
Robinson noted that in Green- 
belt he was known as the mayor 
of Greenbelt — Far East. Mark 
Fraser, mayor of North Beach, 
appeared on behalf of the Mary- 
land Municipal League (MML) 
of which he is_ president. 
White’s influence extends be- 
yond Greenbelt to the state 
through the league and the 
country through the National 
League of Cities. White has 
served on the board of directors 
of both organizations. He noted 
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that White had already been in- 
ducted into the league’s Hall of 
Fame in 1997. He presented 
White with a certificate, a MML 
coffee cup and a picture taken of 
White speaking at the league’s 
last conference. 

David Robertson, the execu- 
tive director of the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments also spoke. He thanked 
White for his many years of ser- 
vice to that organization on 
committees and as a member of 
its board of directors. White re- 
sponded that he got back more 
in return than he gave to these 
organizations.

President Craig Rich and Past 
President John Rogers of the 
Greenbelt Fraternal of Police 
commended White with a 
plaque noting that he was a 
member of the council that first 
officially recognized the organi- 
zation 30 years ago. President 
Robert Zugby of Greenbelt Ac- 
cess Television presented White 
with a certificate of appreciation 
for his 17 years of service to that 
group as its city council liaison.

Mishkan Torah Celebrates 
Cohens Becoming Citizens

On Saturday evening, February 
7, the Mishkan Torah Congrega- 
tion hosted a celebration in honor 
of their religious leader, Rabbi 
Jonathan Cohen, and his wife Dr. 
Mona Baumgarten on the occa- 
sion of their becoming naturalized 
citizens of the United States of 
America. It was an emotionally 
charged event leavened with 
laughter. 

The highlight of the evening 
was the ceremony conducted by 
Judge Deborah Chasanow, who 
re-administered the oath of citi- 
zenship to the couple. As their 
son Reuben, who will be nine 
years old next month, was born 


in Philadelphia, he is an Ameri- 
can citizen. Judge Chasanow in- 
cluded him in the ceremony by 
asking him to read the citizen- 
ship oath that is usually recited 
by children who are being natu- 
ralized. Reuben’s clear voice 
driving home what it means to 
be a citizen was the most poi- 
gnant part of the ceremony. 
Originally Canadians, the rabbi 
came to Philadelphia in 1992 to 
attend the Reconstructionist Rab- 
binical College there and his 
wife Mona joined him the next 
year, hired by the University of

Editorial 
Forest Task Force Needs 
Benefit of Expert Advice 


The Greenbelt City Council is about to appoint the members 
of the Forest Preserve Task Force. This task force is charged with 
establishing the maintenance and trails program for the newly es- 
tablished forest preserve and with advising council whether other 
tracts, such as those near Boxwood Village and Belle Point, 
should also be turned into preserves. 

The existing preserve is located east of the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. property and west of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway on 
both sides of the gravel extension to Northway. This 214-acre 
woodland tract has been left pretty much to its own since the 
mid-1930s when the federal government acquired it. 

We urge council to appoint a committee with a broad range of 
expertise and viewpoint — the task force should not be drawn 
solely from woodland activists. First, the committee needs at least 
one member with professional experience and training in forestry 
management, ecology or a related field. To date, too many deci- 
sions relating to the use and management of the city’s woodlands 
have been made without benefit of expert guidance. 

In order to receive state funds for woodland preservation 
through the Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission to purchase 102 acres of this designated forest preserve, 
the city agreed in 1990 to establish a forest management plan 
prepared in cooperation with the city by a licensed forester with 
the Maryland Forest, Park and Wildlife Service for at least 58 
acres of the land. This was never done. We believe that now is 
the time to do so and to seek a forester’s advice for all the des- 
ignated forest preserve. 

An expert assessment of the property is necessary to determine 
what problems exist that may threaten the future well being of the 
land. One of many concerns that we have is the encroachment 
of invasive plant species. Not only are portions of the woodland 
immediately adjacent to homes that may have in their yards un- 
wanted species that could, and may have already, spread into the 
woodlands, but invasive plants also are capable of proliferating 
well beyond neighboring land, driving out native plants. An- 
other concern is invasive, destructive wildlife such as the Gypsy 
Moth. There may also be overgrazing by deer. 

The many paths created by animals and humans have also cre- 
ated erosion concerns. Runoff from housing on both sides of the 
Parkway may be causing stream pollution that could seriously af- 
fect the large wetland area in the northeast corner of this wood- 
land. 

Fire safety is still another issue requiring consideration. We 
understand that as woodlands mature, dead wood accumulates, 
presenting a fire risk. Nature’s way of handling this situation is 
for frequent small burns that begin with lightning strikes. But 
such a solution in a woodlot bounded by residences is unaccept- 
able. 

The task force and council need to devise an acceptable pro- 
gram of use for the woodland that assures its preservation while 
making this public land accessible for passive enjoyment by all 
residents. 

In addition to developing a maintenance program for the ex- 
isting preserves, the task force is also charged with evaluating 
other properties for potential conversion to forest preserves. The 
restrictions on permitted uses of land in a preserve, are strict — no 
picnic structures, no bridges, ballfields, no playgrounds. Until the 
maintenance program is established, it is not clear whether new 
trails will be permitted. Before additional land is put into a pre- 
serve, there needs to be a review of all of the recreational needs 
of the city to determine the best use of the land. In order for the 
task force’s recommendations to have any credibility, the task force 
needs to have a mix of viewpoints, ensuring that these compet- 
ing needs are considered. We treasure the city’s woodlands. But, 
we also believe that sometimes a park bench, a picnic shelter or 
a playground can add to, not subtract from, the value of the land. 

We look forward to the council appointing a task force whose 
membership reflects the community as a whole and urge the coun- 
cil to provide the task force with the expertise it needs.

City’s Objection 
Is Well Founded 


I am writing to support Mayor 
Davis’ and the City Council’s, 
opposition to the creation of new 
access ramps to the Greenbelt 
metro station. Along with Mayor 
Davis, I have concerns that the 
proposed construction of the ac- 
cess ramps will create negative 
consequences for Greenbelt. The 
project’s cost, environmental im- 
pact and the negative effect it 
will have on our residents’ qual- 
ity of life is just too great. 

One of my primary concerns 
of this proposal is that it will de- 
mand over $50 million of Trans- 
portation Trust Funds while 
projects that require more immedi- 
ate attention, such as Cherrywood 
Lane, will go unmet. The money 
it would cost the taxpayers to cre- 
ate these new ramps outweighs 
its benefits. 

Second, the construction of 
this ramp will cause serious envi- 
ronmental consequences. This 
project would cost the Greenbelt 
area over two acres of wetlands 
and over four acres of woodlands. 
Although [I am in favor of 
progress, this project’s impact on 
the environment of Greenbelt 
would be too great. 

One more concern is that the 
creation of the metro ramp would 
create a substantial increase of 
the number of cars that will fur- 
ther the strain on Greenbelt’s al- 
ready overburdened road network. 
This increase in gridlock, along 
with the added confusion of a 
ramp that does not meet federal 
guidelines for interstate highways, 
will create an unnecessary safety 
hazard in the Greenbelt area. It 
would be one thing if this project 
was the pedestrian centric project 
it was billed as. Unfortunately,

however, nothing I have seen in 
the plans for the Metroland de- 
velopment leads me to conclude 
that this is in fact the case.

noted, had been a member since 
the group was first formed in 
1977 and had been its second 
president. He had also served on 
the Democratic Central Commit- 
tee and been its secretary. 

Davis concluded the presenta- 
tions by reading some from per- 
sons not at the meeting: Mayor 
George D. Denny, Jr. of Brent- 
wood on behalf of the Prince

Lange 
noted that the Greenbelt Museum 
was one of 10 in the country to 
receive a matching grant of 
$100,000 from the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities.

Pennsylvania as a faculty member. 
Ordained as a rabbi in 1998, 
Cohen moved his family, now in- 
cluding Reuben, to Greenbelt 
where the congregation of the 
Mishkan Torah Synagogue en- 
gaged him as their religious 
leader. His wife became a tenured 
professor of epidemiology at the 
Medical School of the University 
of Maryland, Baltimore campus. 

The festivities on February 7, 
attended by about 150 guests in- 
cluded a reception followed by a 
program that included brief state- 
ments by elected officials and lo- 
cal clergy. Present were all five 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council and three former council 
members, including two congre- 
gants, Rhea Cohen and former 
mayor Gilbert Weidenfeld and re- 
cently retired Thomas X. White.

entertainment was concluded by 
congregant Leonard Cohen, who 
read some “words of wisdom” 
about the U.S. government writ- 
ten by humorist Art Buchwald. 
Following the swearing-in cer- 
emony, the program was capped 
by a rousing patriotic sing-along 
led by vocalist-pianist Nadine 
Wobus. 

The Cohens’ experience of 
living in Greenbelt was a major 
factor in their desire to become 
American citizens because, the 
rabbi said, ““The warmth and car- 
ing that the members of the con- 
gregation express toward their im- 
mediate community and their 
nation show America at its best. 
There is a decency and thirst for 
community in America that are 
not usually shown by the news 
media, but are quite evident here 
in Greenbelt. 

“Being rabbi at Mishkan To- 
rah means to me being part of an 
emotionally open and intellectu- 
ally questing community. I hope 
that I have been able to teach my 
congregants half as much about 
Torah as I have learned from 
them about courage, caring and 
common sense.” 

Further, he said, “It was very 
moving, we were very touched by 
the way people reached out to 
each other during the September 
11, 2001 tragedies. We felt that 
we wanted to be constructive 
members of this particular society 
and to be able to vote. In many 
ways, the United States is a 
model to the world, yet America 
is a work in progress. Being U.S. 
citizens means to Mona and me 
that we should play a full role in 
helping to shape the future of our 
country and bridge the gap be- 
tween the promise and the reality 
of America.”
